The first Battle for Tucson ended in victory for us when the cops trashed our encampment at the Olive Grove by the 
University of Arizona Main Gate on May 1. We escaped from campus after a four-hour standoff, supported by hundreds 
of comrades who held back a police charge in the street with linked arms. We suffered four arrests and a couple of 
rubber bullet wounds, at least one serious.
